Or with the 400,000,000 
pounds of annual production In South 
America, where lands arc free and 
labor commands only 8 cents a day? Or 
with Kuss!a*s —V».OOO,000 pounds pro- 
duced with li cents daily labor? _Or 
with South Africa, Turkey and Asia, 
where 10 cents a day is the highest rtc- 
omponsc awarded in this industry? 


"Under freo trade these countries 


could put their wool down in our mar- 
kets at a price less than the cost of 
production hero, and the consequence 
would be the complete destruction of 
this great and growing industry in the 
United States. This would be attend- 
eJ with the sacrifice of 17.000,000 sheep, 
in which 5,000,000 farmers have invest- 
ed 5100,000,000 in capital, and the aban- 
donment of extensive ranches with all 
their valuable improvements. It is idle 
to contend that with free wool this In- 
dustry could survive. 


"Our farmers are too Intelligent to
